TACT'S ADDRESS. 


President Taft spoke as follows: 
"There'is nothing so fascinating on 
the one hand, and nothing so difficult 
on the other, as the tracing by hered- 
ity of the- development of genius and, 
real greatness," said President Taft, 
beginning .his address. 


"Perhaps," he continued, "this is 
'because there are so s^w' instances in 
history that prompt the search. The 
explanation of> Lincoln and his won- 
derful character from his, origin and 
environment ;is almost: as 'difficult aa 
the explanation of Shakespeare; but 
the passion of the world grows for 
more, intimate knowledgexof his per- 
sonality and a deeper inquiry Into tha 
circumstances of his wonderful life. 
"Faw men have- come Into public 


prominence -who came so'-,absolutely 
from tha soil as did Abraham Lin- 
coln-; it is 3ifficu.lt to Imagine- tha 
lack of comfort, accommodation and 
tha necessities of Ills that were In 
the cabin In which he was born. With. 
an Illiterate -and shiftless father, and 
a mother who, though. ,of education 
and force, died before he reached 
youth, his future was dark Indeed. 
In the stepmother that his father 
found for him," however, lie had a 
woman of .strength, -of -character anS 
of education enough to assist htm.

MVED rNT SQUALOR. 


"The almost squalor in "which he 


passed his early life made him famil- 
iar with thet sufferings, thoughts and 
sympathies of the pjain people; and 
when he bame* to great power his 
understanding, of their- reasoning and 
of their views gave him an advantage 
in interpreting their attitude-'which 
cannot be' overstated. 


"His evident sympathy f6r the col-

The locks have been a. great problem. 


Designs for the approach; walls at all 
locks, except one, have been prepared. 
Contracts in force at the beginning of 
the fiscal year wore practically completed 
and new contracts entered Into 
for 
a 


vast amount of frames, valves, gates and 
other paraphernalia needed to put the 
canal into operation. More than 954 tons 
of castings wore made on .the Isthmus. 
Building of the great lock gates, each 
leaf of which is 54 feet 8"' Inches high, 
was expedited. At each lock .entrance, 
strong fender chains attached to power- 
ful springs will be installed to prevent 
ships from battering down ths locks. 


FLOATING CAISSON. 


Floating caisson gate is being installed 


for use in closing a lock so as to enable 
workmen to repair the permanent locks 
and the bottom sluices. 
Canal Illumination will be provided "by 


rjiflse lights for establishing the direc- 
tion of vessels on the longer tangents, 
and by side lights a mile apart marking- 
each side of the channel.

of the cut whore the underlying rock Is 
tif poor quality and is broken up 
and 


squeezed upward by tho pressure from 
l>ene;ttli and from tho sides, Interrupting 
the- drainage and covering up the rail- 
road track. To meet this condition, in- 
termediate benches have been cut along 
the slope to distribute the top weight 
ond reduce the amount of material' to bo 
removed.

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There is an exception to every rule. State Controller Nye is 


correct in saying that an administrative officer is not-bound to obey 
a legislative statute that he believes to be in conflict with the con; 
;stitution, but where obedience will do no harm and will not subject 
the official to any penalty, but will tend to serve the public good, it 
should be rendered. 


The Controller believes the law making the bonds of irrigation 


districts receivable as security for public^ money loaned to banks is 
'unconstitutional, but if he should obey the law till it is judicially de- 
clared void no harm would come to the State nor any penalty-in- 
flicted on himself, but he would serve the interests of .the irrigation 
districts by paving the way for a prompt adjudication of the ques- 
tion of constitutionality. It is true that he would be*liable, on his 
official bond should the State Suffer loss by reason 'of his action, 
but the possibility of the State.suffering loss is so remote as to be 
hardly worth considering. All the resources of the banks would 
.be liable for the public money-loaned and'the bonds would be .ample 
security, since-the law provides that-the validity of. the bonds .shall 
be passed upon by the Attorney General and the sufficiency of the 
property behind them attested by the Controller, the' Superin- 
tendent of Banks and the State Engineer. No'charge of misfeas- 
ance or improper conduct could be brought against the Controller 
for complying with the law. 
He could .protect both himself and 


the State by. assuring himself of the validity and value of the bonds 
offered a 
s security. 
•

By accepting-a batch of bonds o'ffered ,as security in accordance 


with the provisions of t'he law he can lay the groundwork for a test 
case. 
The amount need not, be large. 
Then some taxpayer can 


begin an action to enjoin him from accepting the bonds on the 
ground that the statute is unconstitutional. An arrangement can 
'be made by which the Controller personally, and the public interests 
would be fully protected in the transaction. 


As we understand it a writ of mandate, sued out to compel the 


Controller to accept irrigation district bonds, as security for loans 
of public money, will not lie, hence t'he refusal to accept them can- 
not be adjudicated. If we are mistaken our suggestion falis to ithe 
ground. What we propose is that the Controller should co-operate 
'in making up an agreed case that will at once bring the law up for 
judicial review. This, will enable the irrigation districts to ascer- 
tsiLn just where they stand under the law. It will open the .door 
;for a conclusive settlement of a point in dispute—a point-that is 
creating much friction and irritation and retarding the development 
of the State. 
.

A cablegram from London says: "An English correspondent 


who witnessed the massacre has arrived in London. He describes 
the slaughter at length, and says incidentally that the. soldiers 
:seemed to find fiendish glee in killing. Many of them spoke Eng- 
lish with a marked American accent, while one man told the corre- 
spondent that he once kept a fruit store hirEast London." Appar- 
ently this correspondent desires to convey the impression "that many 
(Americans are in the Italian army and paricipated in -the alleged 
atrocities. What his motive is can only be conjectured, but it is 
certain that there are few Americans in the Italian army.. Doubt- 
less some of the Italian soldiers have been in the United States 
and speak some English. But the American accent-r-what a sad 
discovery that must have been to the British correspondent!

The Initiative and Referendum. 


Some interesting points were raised' in the discussion before 


the United States Supreme Court of the .constitutionality of the 
initiative and referendum. It was in a case on appeal from Ore- 
gon. 
The initiative and referendum amendment to the Oregon 


constitution was upheld by the Supreme Court of that State and an 
appeal was taken on t'he ground that it was in conflict with the 
clause of the Federal Constitution guaranteeing every State "a re- 
publican form of government." 


It was contended by the attorneys for the appellant that the 


word republican as used in the Constitution is synonymous -with 
representative. We wish we could think so, but the context does 
not warrant the conclusion. 
Nor did it seem to impress Chief 


Justice White. Another contention was that direct legislation is 
incompatible with government by representation. • One has only to 
go to Switzerland to find an example of a republican form of gov- 
ernment that is dual in character, combining the principle of direct 
legislation with representation. It will not be .seriously questioned 
that Switzerland is a republic^ nor that legislation in that country 
is both by representatives and the-initiative and'referendum.- 


Chief Justice White pointed to the. word "form"'as an evi- 


dence that the word republican was not used as a synonym for 
representative in the national Constitution. He suggested that the 
Constitution guaranteed a republican form of. government in con- 
tradistinction to a monarchical form. That view is entirely logical 
and rational, since this government was founded on the anti-mon- 
archical principle. That the government so founded was republican 
in form and representative in character the facts of history show, 
but that the makers of .the Constitution meant to guarantee a rep- 
resentative government in all the States is a conclusion that will 
hardly bear analysis. 


Moreover,'representative governments are not necessarily re- 


publican in form. We have shown by the case of Switzerland that 
the initiative and referendum can be'employed in a government 
republican in form and is not wholly incompatible .with the prin- 
ciple of government.by representation, but:by carrying the analogy 
further we find many representative governments which are mon- 
archical in form. The government of Great Britain is monarchical 
in form but representative in character. It is a democracy oper- 
ating under the form of a. monarchy. Yet it is representative in the 
"truest and best sense. Canada has a representative government 
clothed in the habiliments of a monarchy. The German'empire is 
a monarchy, but its government is representative. 


Denmark and Norway are almost pure democracies governed 


by representation, but their governments are monarchical in form. 
Monarchy is on the label, but 'the substance is democracy, and the 
form combines the principles.'of republicanism with the pretense 
of royalty. 


We can only conjecture what the Supreme Court will decide, 


but reasoning, as a layman, from the facts at hand, we .are strongly 
ot the opinion that the initiative and referendum wiH be held-not to 
violate the Federal Constitution nor to infringe any principle or 
guarantee set forth in that instrument. As every reader of THR 
J RIBUNE knows, this paper opposed'the .initiative and referendum 
—not because we regarded it'-as unconstitutional, but because it 
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ROOSEVELT

He.had not fully 
recovered from this accident when 
he hobbled on crutches to the Western 
Pacific yards today, and .climbed upon 
the train from which • he fell a few 
hours later at San Leandro.

HOPE XOT GREAT. 


No great hopes are being held out 
by the government'officials that the 
experiment will prove a success this 
year.; In fact, they acknowledge that 
this has been a bad grape year in Cal- 
ifornia, and also that they" have a 
strong prejudice amof.g eastern buyers 
to overcome. 
This important commercial experi- 
ment, tried this year for the first time, 
is the result of five years' investiga- 
tion of grape packing methods.

Catches Sight of Evidence 


of Winter. 


FLAGSTAFF, Ariz., Nov. 9.—Tho first 


autumn frost over night has appeared In 
the Martian antarctic regions. .It was 
first observed at the Lowell Observatory 
on November 3, the Martian date then 
being what, corresponds to August 
1C 


-with this planet. 
• 


The report from the Observatory says: 
"It 'was seen as a bright spot on the- 


planefs sunrise edge, and only there,!not 
continuing on the diskt as -the plane 
turned. 


"It is evident that this bright area was 
hoar-frost from the fact that it gradually 
dissipated as it was brought into sun- 
light by the planet's daily rotation. In 
whiteness it rivaled the planet's south 
polar cap and must have lasted for an 
hour and a half to .two hours after the 
sun had risen on that part of the planet 
to be thus visible. 


"Calculations show that It lay in lati- 
tude 62 degrees to 65 degrees south, and 
longitude 170 degrees to 230 degrees. 
It 


has been seen on November B, 6" and7. 
and photographed on several plates. 
"The repetition of the phenomena night 
after night combined with its restriction 
to certain Martian hours, shows that it 
was a diurnal matter, and the.first steps 
of what is soon to be the snow covering 
throughout the' day ot those latitudes 
"This is the first time this particular 
phenomenon has been observed."
